The number of strikers in Berlin is estimated at about 120:- 
000, according to a semi-official statement issued in Berlin yes- 

- terday. The strike has been extended in districts near Berlin 
especially in Tegel, Aldershof, Spandau and Mariendorf, where 
500,000 men have quit work. A similar number of workmen are 
on strike in the remainder of the empire. Important war indus- 
tries are located in’ Spandau, a city of some 70,000 inhabitants 
nine miles west of Berlin. The Government has large es- 
tablishments there for the manufacture of artillery, firearms

AMSTERDAM, Jan. 31,—T Worwaerts editorial de- 
clares that what the striking masses desire, enormously 
the predominating majority of the whole population in 
principle desires with them. That paper’ estimates that 
800,000 are striking in Berlin alone. Vorwaerts says the 
strike will only end when the wishes of the great ma- 
jority of the nation are conceded: What appears to be 
the true inwardness of the strike movement is expressed 
by Worwaerts thus“* English and-French workers’ can 
now show whether they are equally sincere about peace 
as the German workers,” forgetting that the:.

“LONDON, Jan. 21.—The strikes in Hamburg and in 
Kiel have resolved themselves into hunger demonstra- 
tions. The extent of the food profiteering in Berlin 
olone is illustrated by a report in The Berliner. Tage- 
blatt that fines imposed in the Moabit criminal court in 
one day exceeded 100.000 marks. 

According to a Berlin report received through Co- 
penhagen Socialist leaders from ail over Germany have 
been summoned to Berlin for a discussion of important 
home and foreign political questions. ; 

Among the items of news received today are that 
the strike has now spread to Munich, Bavaria, where 
the big Mauser armament works are involved, and that 
some of the printing works engaged in the pewspaper 
trade In Berlin have struck.

Elsewhere Herr Torges says that he 
thinks that the objects of his now in- 
stitution can be fulfulled in twenty 
years and that secondary marriages 
might then be abolished.

For the years James W. Gerard 
was Ambassador from the United 
States to Germany jurisprudence te 
chit couctry held an impelling ap- 
Deal because of his service in New

Then the police president of 
each city Is appointed by the Central 
Government.

COURT SCANDAL RECALLED, 


Favorite of Francis Joseph Dies in 
Vienna, 

German newspapers announce the 
death In Vienne of the actress, 
Katharina Schratt, for years an inti- 
mate of the late Emperor Francia 
Tosepb and to whom he left $250,000 
in his will. She was one of the most 
lurid figures In the scandalous life of 
the old Emperor. 

Katharina Schratt first met Em- 
Deror Francis Joseph in the early 
80s, when she had won considerable 
reputation at the Stadt Theatre In. 
Vienna as a mimic, and soon became 
known as “the woman bebind the 
Austr'an throne,” Mme. Schratt, 
however, lived to see the day when 
dermission was refused her to view 
the Emperor on his bier. : 

At the time of her first meeting 
with Francis Joseph the young act- 
tess was the wife of Nicholas von 
Kiss, a Hungarian, who died In 1900, 
Court gossip had It that the Empress 
El'zabeth, who had been known as, 
the most beautiful Princess fn all 
Europe, was first to call ber royal 
consort’s aftention to the young wo- 
man’s loveliness of face, and that the 
hext day Katharina Schratt was ap- 
pointed court actress of the Hofburg 
Theatre. Throughout the remainder 
of the Empress’ life she befriended 
the actress,.and apparently encour- 
aged the Intimacy between her and 
the Emperor, about which the coun- 
try soon was gossiping. 

Katharina Schratt was described 
as an extremely handsome woman of 
the brunette type—tall and, classi- 
cally formed. Her’ eyes were large 
and blue, and she hid a wealth of 
dark ha'r, She was possessed of 
much personal magnetism, and her 
manners were gaid to be charming. 

The actress remained on the stage 
for many years as leading lady. of 
the Hofburg Theatre. She occupled 
an establishinent near the palace, 
and nearly every morning Emperor 
Panels Joseph took breakfast with

After the Empress Elizabeth was 
assassinated in Switzerland In 1898 
Mme. Schratt wore the deepest of 
mourning. The Emperor more. and 
more sought her companjonsbip, and 
she was appo'nted “official reader”

their monarchy into a republic, and 
for the second time there was a com- 
Plete change In government through 
another bloodless” revolution. The 
people of Brazil had'no great quarrel 
with their easy-going monarch, nor 
had they any desire to harm bim or 
the members of his family. All re- 
spected Dom Pedro II.. and many 
loved him for his fine personal quali- 
ties, but it was the monarehial sys- 
tem of government in its entirety 
they wanted to get rid of, and so {t 
became necessary for them to depose 
him, This they did on November 15, 
1889, Marshal Manuel Deoloro Fon- 
seca, one of the ablest and most pop- 
ular generals of the Brazilian army. 
placed himself at the bead of the re- 
volution and on the date named pub- 
lisned a proclamation in which he 
Stated that the people, the army and 
the navy had decreed the deposition 
of the imporial dynasty and the ex- 
Unction of the monarchial system. 
Ho assured the people that the Pro- 
visional Government guaranteed all 
inhabitants of Brazil security for life 
and property and respect for individ. 
wal and political rights; that it re- 
cognired and respected all national 
e@fgagements contracted during the 
monarchy, and that !t would adhere 
to existing treaties with foreign 
countries, acknowledge the domestic 
and foreign debt, and assume ‘all 
other legally constituted obligations. 
This was a very simple and very 
plain document and was signed by 
Marshal Fonseca as chief of the Pro- 
visional Government and the mem- 
bers of the cabinet that had been 
selected, That was all there, was to 
it. A very polite and courteous let- 
ter to Dom Pedro 11. Informed him 
that “the presence of the {mperial

Work done jast year by the school- 
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Jimmle Throckmorton, when the 
world's war broke out, was inspired 
by patriotism to be in It. The United 
States did-not at first show any dis- 
Position to enter the fray, so Jimmle 
could not enlist in w fighting regiment, | 
But he could drive an ambulance, and 
Americans who went over to assist 
the western allies usually joined an 
ambulance corps, This was the best 
Jimmig could do to make n soldier of 
bimself without fighting under a for 
eign flag. ; 

Well, Jimmie ralled for France and 
in duedime found himscif at the front, 
The coly comfort he anticipated froin 
driving an ambulance instead of fight- 
ing In the trenches was that he would 
be In less danger. But when he en- 
tered upon his duties he fdund thet 
in war there is danger for every one. 

One day while driving a load of 
‘wounded a shell burst near his am- 
buldnce and took away his right foot 
ond ankle. When he recovered from 
his wound he was discharged and re 
turned to his home fn the United 
Staten, 

Now Jimmle was entitled to the en- 
comlums due heroista just as much as 
any other hero. He bad a decoration, 
and he walked on a cork foot and 
ankle. 

All heroes in war do not receive jhe 
waine treatment, circumstances having 
m great deal to do with the matter, 
Time removes many of them from the 
public memory. Of the heroes of the 
war between the States only a few of 
the central figures are now honschold 
words. On the northern side, the 
Dames of Grant, Sherman and Sheri- 
dan are about all that are generally 
known. There never was a hero of 
that or any other war who died of 
disease. A man must be killed in bat- 
tle to be @ dead hero, 

Jimmie Throckmorton was conf- 
dent on returning to his home that he 
“ould be appreciated for the work he 
pee fone: He had gone to the war 
rom a large city, and ab: /from a 
numerous throng Is not nouaeabin 
Jimmie was walking along a crowded 
street in citizen's dress after his re- 
tern.

The Finns opposed it all with a 
dogged and determined resistance un- 
til, as a last weapon, they went on a 
“national strike” in November, 1905. 
After six days of a complete tie-up 
the unconatitut'onal Government, al- 
ready embarrassed by Russian defeats 
in the Japanese war, capitulated, and 
the conditions prevailing before 1899 
were restored. Since then, with slight 
interruption In 1908-10, Finland has 
moved ever onward {fn her self-gov- 
ernment, 

Though cut off from the western 
world by the naval operations of the 
Past three years, F’nland han bten 
well known to people of this con- 
tinent from its emigration. There {s

See in verses 10, 11 how he explain- 
ed his parables to some of ‘his dis- 
ciples when they were alone with 
him, télling them that unto them it 
was given -to°know the mystery of 
the kingdom of ‘God, but unto them 
that are without (beving of their 
own accord shut themselves’ out by 
thelr unbelief), all these things are 
done in parables. Note that shese 
parables concern the mystery of the 
kingdom of God, or as in Matt. 13: 
11, the kingdom of heaven, for ‘the 
terms are often used synonymougly 
and the origin cf each Is found in 
Dan. 2:44, ‘where we read that. the 
God of heaven shall set up a king- 
dom which shall break in pieces and 
consume all kingdoms,-and it shall 
stand forever. :

General Robertson Reports Dismissal — General Wilson Suc- 
ceeds Him — Generals in Revolt — Parliamentary Crisis 
Expected — Lloyd George te Make Statement.

LONDON, Feb. 17.—The official announcement in connec- 
tion with the resignation of Gen. Sir William Robertson, chief 
of the British imperial staff, says,— 

“The extension of the functions of the: permanent military 
representative dedcided on: by the supreme war council at 
their last -meeting at Versailles, has necessitated the limitation 
of the special powers hitherto exercised’ by the chief of the im- 
|perlal general staff by virtue of the order-in-council of Jan. 
‘27th, 1916. ’ 

‘“In. these circumstances, the government thought it right 
to offer General Sir William Robertson the choice of becoming 
jthe British mfUtary representative on the supreme war council

Russians Send an Ultimatum, 

LONDON, Feb. 19.—The Russian 
Government has gent an ultimatum to 
the Roumanian Government demani- 
ing the evacuation of Bessarabia by ~ 
tne Roumanians and counter-revolu- 
tionary troops, and the right to trans- 
port Russian troops through Rouma- 
nian and Bessarabian territory. The 
ultimatum, according to the report, 
was to expire on February 16. 

The ultimatum also demands the 
extradition of Lt.-Gen. Dmitri Stcher- 
batcheff, comamnder of the Russian 
forces in Roumapia, who recently was 
declared an outlaw by the Bolsbtviki

PARIS, Feb. 21.—An important centre of German espion- 
age has been discovered, The Figaro reports at St. Etienne, in 
the heart of the industrial district of France. The purpose was 
to influence workmen by means of a carefully-organized sys- 
tem, with a view to causing strikes and riots. 

The headquarters of the propaganda was a prosperous sa- 
loon kept by a German and his wife, who made a special effort 
to attract soldiers to the establishment. Other patrons, ap- 
parently, were Involved in the movement, _The German and his 
wife, a Spaniard, a Swiss, and a man who lodged at the saloon 
named Fialex, were arrested. i ) 

Fialex was a draughtsman at the Sreat ordnance factory 
at St. Etienne.

Nicholas Vassilyevich Gogol was 


born at Sorochinsky, near Poltava, in 
1809. His grandfather, who educat- 
ed him; was secretary of a zaporog 
Cossack regiment. From this old man 
the stories’ of the 
deeds done by the Cossacks, in the 
wars w'th Poland. They were tales 
full of both mirth and tragedy. One 
of these’stories has been {mmortalls- 
¢d by Gogol In “Taras Bulba.” 

After having been thus fed on 
tegends in his boyhood, he was sent 
te the symeasiam at Nyepin where he 
was taug“t''Latin and French. 
is sald to have been a slow learner 
at school. So was Scott—and so were 
many others who have left enduring 
Dames in literature. 

In his twentieth year he came ta 
St. Petersburg (now Petrograd), 
where he expected to find a career 
open to h'm. But he had no infu- 
ence, and he found what Hawthorne 
has,said of London to be only too 
true—that a jlarge city is to the 
triendiess ‘stranger the most’ melan- 
choly wilderness. x 

His nomadic spirit exhibited itself 
In what he did with a sum of money

When Germany began war in 1914 
Dr. Kudlich became violently excited 
and condemned the outbreak of the 
Eurdpean conflagration. He asserted 
often that if his native country had 
carried through his reforms to a fia- 
ish, the great conSict would never 
have taken place.

STORY OF ONE OF GREATEST 
BATTLES OF WAR IS TOLD

London, Feb, 23.——The authorita- 
tive story of the gallant stand Brit- 
insh troops made when the Germans 
attacked them {n overwhelming 
force near Cambrai is told now for 
the first time.

| Thelr hearts and souls are wrapped 
up in the farming—the very primitive 
and Ineffectual farming — cf their 
communal lands, and they havo little 
concern with anything -else under 
‘heaven. In reality, they are not “Rus- 
sians,” in any clear national sense, 
for they have no developed patriotic 
feoling; they are simply villagers, for 
the most part fumbling and illiterate 
villagers, and the only thing they 
really cace for is their land—of which 
they nover think they have enough, 
The truth fs that, because of. poor 
farming and a hopeless communal 
tenure, they get very Httle out of 
their land; with a little knowledge, 
they might easily get twice as.much; 
with individual ownership, they 
would probably get three.times as 
much. But they belleve that the rein- 
édy is—more land, and they will 
blindly follow anyone’ who promises 
them that, as children respond to 
bribe’ of candy.—American Review
